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Town will not seek additional judicial review 


Taking a new tact in the Maple Meadow Landfill matter

WILMINGTON - Selectmen have chosen not to 
petition for further appellate review of the Land 
Court decision regarding Wilmington's height 
restriction by-law and its application to the 
Maple Meadow Landfill (MML). The Land 
Court's decision against the Town, handed down 


in 2005, was upheld by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Appeals Court last month. 

The Appeals Court decision ended the town's 
ability to further appeal the decision 'by right,’ 
but the Board could have chosen to petition the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) for 
further appellate review. The SJC would then 


choose whether or not to grant the petition. 

Working at the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager Michael Caira and 
Wilmington's legal counsel have entered into 
talks with the Spinazola family trust, the owners 
of the property, regarding the fate of the former 
landfill. 


“Our objective is to have a mutually beneficial 
redevelopment of the property that will include 
an environmentally sound closure of the landfill 
at no cost to the town,” Caira said. “We are keep- 
ing to our position that no additional fill be 
brought in.”

Lowell Street closed during Nor'easter

WILMINGTON - Though cli- 
mate offers little indication, the 
nearly impassable condition of 
Lowell Street on a daily basis is 
evidence that Spring has indeed 
arrived. The road reconstruc- 
tion project, which began in 
2005, included the intersection of 
Lowell Street and Main Street 
‘and continued almost up to the 
intersection of Lowell Street and 
Woburn Street. 

As a state road, the project is 


being supervised by Mass 
Highway, with the work being 
contracted out to E.T.L. 

A representative from E.T.L. 
did not return a call from the 
Town Crier prior to deadline. 

According to Wilmington DPW 
Superintendent Donald Onusseit, 
crews are working on the final 
1,000 feet of the project - the area 
from Molloy Road to the Maple 
Meadow culverts. The replace- 
ment of those culverts, located 
between Michael's Place and the 


99's Restaurant, will likely con- 
tinue into next spring, but the 
majority of inconvenience to 
motorists should end with the 
completion of roadwork, which 
is expected for the third week of 
May. The original completion 
date for the project was March 
2007 

This past week's Nor'easter 
decimated the unpaved portion 
of Lowell Street.

Higher deductible contributions 
are allowed for Health Savings 
Accounts, up to $5,650 for those 
with family coverage and $2,850 
for singles. Those born before 
1953 can invest another $800 into 
the HSA. For the first time, the 
deductions can exceed the plan's 
deductible The minimum 
deductible remains $2,200 for fam- 
ilies and $1,100 for single filers. 

The ceiling on out-of-pocket 
costs for a high-deductible health 
plan goes up to $11,000 for family 
coverage and $5,500 for individual 
coverage. 

What's new this year is that funds 
in a flexible spending account or a 
health reimbursement account can 
be rolled over as HSA, as can some 
IRA funds. This is really a one- 
time transfer, and the amount is 
restricted to the maximum annual 
contribution for the year.

they are under 14 years of age, 
and one parent must be present 
for children 14 to 17-years-old. 
"These special ‘Passport Day' 
Saturday hours should prove to 
be helpful to persons with chil- 
dren who need passports,” she 
said. 

There are new regulations 
requiring a passport for all air 
travel to and from Canada, 
Mexico, Central and South 
America, the Caribbean, and 
Bermuda. These new rules took 
effect Jan. 23, she said. 

The Post Office also takes 
passport photos for $15, she 
said, making. the procedure a 
one-stop process. 

She recommended persons 
apply for their passports at 
least two months or earlier 
before their departure to avoid 
extra costs to expedite an appli- 
cation. 

Other requirements in apply- 
ing for a passport, she said, 
include: Evidence of citizen- 
ship, two passport photos, and 
current photo identification. 

Passport fees can be paid by 
check or cash. Passports cost a 
total of $97 for persons 16 years 
of age and over; $82 for persons 
under age 16, and $67 for pass- 
ports being renewed.

At a time like 
this where were the natives - or 
foreign, yet acclimated, stu- 
dents - supposed to go? Where 
could we have a moment of 
peace free of map wielding, 
slow moving, and moronic 


screaming tourists? Thankfully, 
at one point in time there was 
Josef Stalin. 

In May of 1955, the largest 
Stalin statue the world ever saw 
was unveiled by the communist 
regime high atop Letna Hill 
overlooking the Vitava River 
and Old Town. The sculpture, 
which stood 50 meters high, fea- 
tured Stalin standing at the 
front of a line of workers. This 
tribute to Stalin took about 600 
people to construct and was so 
large that Stalin's jacket button 
measured half a meter long and 


was ornately decorated with the 
trademark hammer and sickle 
of the communist _ party. 
Unfortunately for the statue and 
all the blood, sweat, and tears 
that went into it,’ Moscow 
ordered it to be destroyed seven 
years later in 1962. Today, a 
giant ticking metronome erect- 

ed in 1991 stands in its place. 
One afternoon a friend and I 
decided to take a walk up to 
Letna Hill to explore the area 
around the metronome. As we 
ared up at where 


Stalin once majestically and 
authoritatively stood, observing 
all of Prague with a literal stone 
cold glare making sure that 
everyone was actively playing 
their role in the former commu- 
nist society. 

After we hiked the numerous 
stairs up to the plateau of the 
park, we were pleasantly sur- 
prised at what we found. 
Although it wasn't the lushest 
park we had seen in Prague, it 
certainly was bursting with life. 
Young people skateboarding, 
picnicking, and playing bongos

once did and the few tourists 
lucky enough to stumble across 
to this side of the river stood by 
the metronome overlooking the 
city in silence.

Close the loophole 


To The Editor, 

Tewksbury is faced with bal- 
ancing a budget deficit of mil- 
lions of dollars. Our town man- 
ager has been talking about a 
“structural deficit” for the past 
couple of years. Our Board of 
Selectman, point to the State 
and the reduction in lécal state 
funding as a major contribut- 
ing factor for the Town's budget 
deficit. 

Our new Governor has pro- 
posed a plan; The “Municipal 
Partnership Act.” The intent of 
this proposed legislation is to 
close state loopholes that have 
been a financial detriment to 
many cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth. I believe 
General Law Chapter 58, 
Section 13, written in 1910, to be 
one those loopholes. 

In reviewing Tewksbury's 
Department of Revenue 
Receipts for FY 2007, I noticed 
we receive a reimbursement of 
$132, 204 for State owned land. I 
wondered why that amount was 
not higher. In my mind, I 
thought Tewksbury had more 
State owned property and 
thought the reimbursement 
should have been higher. I 
began to research the valuation 
of state owned land. Finding, 
Chapter 58: Section 13's rev- 
enue reimbursement is based 
only on the value of the land. 
The State is not responsible to 
pay taxes on the value of the 
building, structures or improve- 
ments. 

For Example, the Tewksbury 
State Hospital, which I strongly 
support and which has mutual 
benefits for both the State and 
Town; has land valued at $3.7 
million, the buildings, struc- 
tures and improvements are 
valued at $50.5 millions, accord- 
ing to the exempt parcels data 
sheet. This is Tewksbury's 
largest assessed property 
(Raytheon is next at $47 mil- 


lion.) Yet, we are unable to col- 
lect taxes from the State for the 
$50.5 million. The increase in 
revenue reimbursement, which 
in my estimation is $500,000, 
could offset the considerable 
cost of the municipal services 
provided to the hospital such as 
fire, police and education. - 

In 1910 when this law was 
originated, it may have made 
sense to only reimburse based 
on the land because Towns like 
‘Tewksbury were largely unde- 
veloped. Unfortunately, almost 
one hundred years later that is 
no longer the situation. Today, 
‘Tewksbury is highly developed. 
It is unfair of the State to deny 
us revenue for positively collab- 
orating and accommodating 
the state. 

It is time for a change. 
Closing this State loophole. will 
potentially generate an esti- 
mated half a million which 
Tewksbury could utilize to bal- 
ance our town budget. Our 
Governor has called out to all 
of us to develop new options for 
local results. With that thought 
process in mind, I have respect- 
fully sent Governor Patrick a 
proposed amendment to the 
Municipal Partnership Act; an 
act to increase the valuation of 
state land to generate addition- 
al revenue for our town, 

The time to take action is now. 
We as a community must look 
to utilize creative problem solv- 
ing to address this serious bud- 
get issue before us. Our resi- 
dents, rightful, do not want 
increased property taxes or 
reduced services, As communi- 
ty members, please support me 
and lobby for this amendment.

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Stress busting tips for students 


Stress can seriously impact a 
student's ability to learn. It's 
also an unavoidable conse- 
quence of life. Helping your 
child learn to manage and 
reduce stress is an important 
life skill. Jean Lee, Instructor 
of Kumon Math and Reading 
Center of Tewksbury, says a 
confident student who acquires 
the skills to manage stress is 
better able to achieve academi- 
cally. 

Jean suggests the following 
methods to help students 
reduce their level of stress: 

* Set a daily study time. 
Routine teaches children to be 
organized which will reduce the 
level of stress. As a parent, you 
can help by providing your 
child with a study area that is 
quiet, free of distractions and 
well-lit. This will help them

concentrate and complete their 
work in a timely manner. 

* Praise improvement instead 
of focusing on perfection. If 
there is only praise for the end 
product rather than the steps to 
getting there, it could hinder 
you child's ability to be suc- 
cessful. 

¢ Teach your children how to 
learn under stress. If they are 
in the middle of a test, let them 
know it is okay to put their pen- 
cil down and take a deep 
breath. Enforce the “focus on 
what you know rather than on 
what you don't know” philoso- 
phy. This will also encourage 
positive results. 

¢ Encourage your children to 
read and follow directions. It is 
essential for students to listen 
and read instructions for each 
assignment and during tests. 
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Slowing down just enough to do 
this will help ensure that they 
are doing what is asked instead 
of what they think they need to 
do. 

¢ Help your children manage 
their time. Remind them not to 
spend too much time on one 
problem, which may result in 
reduced completion time. If 
they can't figure out a problem 
at home, encourage them to go 
to school early and speak with 
their teacher. Guide them to 
find solutions, rather than pro- 
viding them with the answers. 

¢ Make sure your children 
have strong fundamental skills. 
If they lack a basic foundation, 
then there likely will be huge 
gaps in their knowledge. This 
may hinder their ability to 
learn and create additional 
stress.

Miceli receives House Ways and Means 
Committee fiscal year 2008 budget 


BOSTON - State Representative 
James R. Miceli (D - Wilmington) 
received the House Committee on 
Ways and Means Fiscal Year 2008 
budget last week. The budget, a 
$26.713 billion Lill, will be debated 
by the full House beginning April 
2rd. This budget is taking the 
appropriate measures to make 
deliberate use of reserves, taking 
special note not to inhibit econom 
ic progress for the Commonwealth 

The budget recommendations 
include local aid figures with an 
increase of $220 million in Chapter 
70 school aid distribution. This is 
$93.4 million above the amount 
required under current statute to 
keep each school district at “foun- 
dation” levels, The special educa- 
tion circuit breaker was also 
increased by $11 million. 

Included in the education budget 
is an additional $4 million to the 


scholarship line item to compen: 
sate for the rising cost of higher 
education, and an increase of 
$500,000 in funding for After School 
Programs to provide students a 
structured and productive environ- 
ment for after the school day. 
There is also $20.3 million allotted 
for the M chusetts universal 
Pre-Kindergarten program, and 
$31 million for kindergarten expan- 
sion grants. 

In regard to Housing, an addi- 
tional $357,000 for the Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development was added to provide 
the department with the necessary 
technology to provide better ser- 
vice. 

The Health and Human Services 
budget includes $140 million for 
the MassHealth Family Assistance 
program, which incorporates fund 
ing for increased enrollment under 


the new eligibility requirements 
Also, $1.8 billion was given to fund 
key elements of Healthcar: 
Reform, including _ populatior 
expansions and increased rates for 
providers. Another $63 million to 
ensure Prescription Advantage 
will provide financial assistance t 
Massachusetts senior ci 
there is a $1 million inc 
funding for child and adolescent 
mental health services. 

“This budget includes a responsi 
ble and appropriate measure | 
overcome the difficulties th 
Commonwealth — faces Said 
Miceli. He goes on to say, “Th 
budget recognizes our obligatior 
to the Commonwealth's people 1 
need, and the budget amendment 
that were filed by legislators la 
week will take this a step further 
by specifically addressing the 
needs of individual districts.”

According to broadcast and 
published —_ reports, Ross 
Alameddine, a Saugus native 
who graduated from Austin 
Prep in June of 2005, was a 
sophomore at Virginia Tech 
who had reportedly just 
declared English as his major 
at the school. According to 
broadcast reports he was 
attending a French class in 
Room 211 of Norris Hall, where 
many of the shootings 
occurred, It is not known at this 
time whether he was killed 
instantly, or was pronounced 


dead at an area hospital. 
Family members in Saugus 
were grieving last night after 
receiving the news of his death 
from a chaplain at the school. 

Austin Prep HeadMaster Paul 
Moran issued the following 
statement regarding the 
tragedy. 

“Ross Alameddine was a 
bright and engaged student and 
a truly fine young man. Our 
prayers and deepest sympathy 
go out, especially to the 
Alameddine family, but also to 
all of the families of the victims 
of this senseless act,” said 
Moran. 

A 2005 Reading Memorial 
High School graduate, John 
Marsh, is a sophomore at 
Virginia Tech, and was quoted 
in several publications today 
describing what he saw unfold- 
ing yesterday on the Virginia 
Tech campus. 

“I was shocked and thought, 
‘I'm just going to get away 
from here,' ” Marsh told 
reporters. 

He stated he saw Virginia 
SWAT team members heading 
toward Norris Hall, and saw 
one of the injured clutching his 
arm as he was driven away by 
police. Tuesday, in an inter- 
view with the Daily Times 
Chronicle, Marsh's mother, 
Leslie, described her feelings 
when she first heard about the 
incident. “When I first heard 
from John, he seemed a little

shaken by what had gone on,” 
said Leslie Marsh. “He hadn't 
heard anything about it at first, 
but he was in a building next to 
Norris at the time. He got in 
touch with me to let me know 
he was all right, and that he 
was getting most of his infor- 
mation off CNN. 

“At that time, we only knew of 
the initial two shootings,” said 
Leslie. “I knew he was all right, 
and I actually headed out to the 
"Y' for awhile. When I got back, 
that's when I heard the total 
was up to 22, and I tried to get 
in touch with him again, but it 
was difficult getting through to 
him, I think because of all the 
cell phone traffic. 

“I finally was able to reach 
him sometime after one in the 
afternoon. He is all right, but I 
don't think that any of them got 
very much sleep last night. It's 
just awful. My heart goes out to 
the families of all the victims. I 
wish I could bring him (John) 
home right now, but there's still 
a few weeks of classes left in 
the semester.” 

The Virginia Tech Police 
Department confirmed the 
identification of the gunman 
responsible for the multiple 
fatalities at Norris Hall on the 
Virginia Tech campus Monday. 

The individual has been iden- 
tified as Cho Seung-Hui, 23. Cho 
was enrolled as an undergradu- 
ate student in his senior year as 
an English major at Virginia 


It began as just another day 


Reading native re-lives the Virginia Tech shootings

READING - Monday, April 16, 
2007 began like any other start 
to the school week for Reading 
native John Marsh. He rolled 
out of bed, got ready, and head- 
ed out with a friend to his first 
class of the day on the campus 
of Virginia Tech. 

Little did he know that when 
he walked out his dorm room 
door, he would be walking into 
what would become a national 


nightmare. 
Marsh, a 2005 graduate of 
Reading Memorial High 


School, passed by Norris Hall 
shortly after a gunman wield- 
ing two handguns and carrying 
multiple clips of ammunition 
stormed the classroom build- 
ing, killing 30 people and 
wounding over a dozen others, 
He was one of the first people 
to view the wounded and dying 
being brought out of the facili- 
ty,_a sight he will likely never 
lorget. 

Marsh described the events as 
he saw them unfold on the 
sprawling 2,600-acre campus on 
Monday in a telephone inter- 
view with the Reading Daily 
Times Chronicle Tuesday night. 

“I woke up like usual and 
headed off to walk to class with 
my friend,” said Marsh. “The 
class ended at 10 a.m., and 
around 9:55 a.m, someone came 
into the class and said that 
there had been a shooting on 
campus that morning. I had my 
laptop with me, so we jumped 
on the computer and looked at 
the Virginia Tech homepage, 
and there was a notice there 
about the first two shootings. 

“Our teacher said that we 
could either stay there in the 
room, or head back to our dorm 
rooms,” said Marsh. “Since it 
seemed like the shootings were 
on the other side of the campus, 
we decided to head back to the 
rooms, and we passed by 
Norris. I saw some police activ- 
ity, and some construction 
workers that were outside there 
said that there were more 
shootings going on inside. 


“You could see police 
SWAT_teams with their rifles 
d ving around, and peo- 


ple being taken out to the 
ambulances,” said Marsh. 
“This was before any cameras 
had arrived. We decided that 
we needed to get out of there, so 
we headed out across the drill 
field and back to the room, 
where I started to get more 
information about what was 
going on from CNN.” 

Several students quoted in 


that they were not notified 
about the two initial shootings 
until almost two hours a‘ter 
they occurred. Virginia Tech 
University President Charles

we thought were immediately 
impacted," he told CNN. "We 
felt that confining them to the 
classroom was how to keep 
them safest." 

“I never saw an e-mail,” said 
Marsh, “I think they could have 


done a better job of getting the 
information out quickly.” 
Marsh, a sophomore who is 
majoring in civil engineering 
with a focus in construction 
engineering management, feels 
safe at the school despite what 
has happened. 

“I'm shocked that it happened 
here,” said Marsh. “I think it 
was a freak kind of thing, 
although there was another 
shooting here at the start of the 
school year. But that was dif- 
ferent, because it involved an 
escaped convict who happened 
to be near the campus and 
headed here, whereas this 
involved an actual student. I

Tech. Cho, a South Korean 
native, was in the U.S. as a res- 
ident alien with a residence 
established in Centerville, VA. 

Classes are canceled for the 
remainder of the week to allow 
students to mourn and begin 
healing. Campus will reopen 
Wednesday for administrative 
functions. 

Norris Hall has been closed 
for the remainder of the semes- 
ter. 

The shooting began about 7:15 
a.m. Monday on the fourth 
floor of West Ambler Johnston, 
a high-rise coed dormitory 
where two people died. Police 
were still investigating around 
9:15 a.m., when a gunman 
wielding two handguns and car- 
rying multiple clips of ammuni- 
tion stormed Norris Hall, a 
classroom building a half-mile 
away on the other side of the 
2,600-acre campus. 

At least 15 people were hurt in 
the second attack, some seri- 
ously. Many found themselves 
trapped after someone, appar- 
ently the shooter, chained and 
locked Norris Hall doors from 
the inside. 

Students jumped from win- 
dows, and students and faculty 
carried away some of the 
wounded without waiting for 
ambulances to arrive. SWAT 
team members with helmets, 
flak jackets and assault rifles 
swarmed over the campus. A 
student used his cell-phone 


I feel very safe right now, with 
all the police around, and all 
the media. I have never seen so 
many Teporters in my life. It's 


crazy.” 

Marsh didn't know any of the 
victims personally, and did not 
know Ross Alameddine, a 2005 
Austin Preparatory School 
graduate from Saugus who was 
killed in the shooting spree. 

Marsh will be heading back 
home to Reading in a few 
weeks after classes let out, and 
while he will be glad to get 
home, he has no plans to finish 
out his college career on any 
campus other than Virginia 
Tech, despite the events of this 
past Monday. 

“I'm looking forward to get- 
ting home for awhile, but I'm 
also looking forward to another 
two years here at Virginia 
Tech,” said Marsh. 'I can't see 
myself going anywhere else 
next fall. I hope that I'm never 
a part of anything like this 
again.”

Inside Norris, the attack 
began with a thunderous sound 
from Room 206 _ “what sounded 
like an enormous hammer,” 
said Alec Calhoun, a 20-year- 
old junior who was in a solid 
mechanics lecture in a class- 
room next door. Screams fol- 
lowed an instant later, and the 
banging continued. When stu- 
dents realized the sounds were 
gunshots, Calhoun said, he 
started flipping over desks to 
make hiding places. Others 
dashed to the windows of the 
second-floor classroom, kicking 
out the screens and jumping 
from the ledge of Room 204, he 
said. 

“I must've been the eighth or 
ninth person who jumped, and I 
think I was the last,” said 
Calhoun, of Waynesboro, VA. 
He landed in a bush and ran. 
Calhoun said that the two stu- 
dents behind him were shot, 
but that he believed they sur- 
vived. Just before he climbed 
out the window, Calhoun said, 
he turned to look at his profes- 
sor, who had stayed behind, 
apparently to prevent the gun- 
man from opening the door. 

The instructor was killed, 
Calhoun said.

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Times, that she was one of only 
four of about two dozen people 
in the class to walk out of the 
room. The rest were dead or 
wounded, she said 

She said the gunman “wa: 
just a normal-looking kid 
Asian, but he had on a Boy 
Scout-type outfit. He wore a tan 
button-up vest, and this black 
vest, maybe it was for ammo or 
something.” 

The gunman first shot the 
professor in the head and then 
fired on the class, another stu 
dent, Trey Perkins, told The 
Washington Post. The gunman 
was about 19-years old and had 
a “very serious but very calrr 
look on his face,” he said 

“Everyone hit the floor at that 
moment,” said Perkins, 20, of 
Yorktown, Va., a sophomore 
studying mechanical engineer 
ing. “And the shots seemed lik« 
it lasted forever.” 

At an evening news confer 
ence, Police Chief Wendel! 
Flinchum refused to dismiss 
the possibility that a co-con 
spirator or second shooter was 
involved. He said police had 
interviewed a male who was a 
“person of interest” in the dorm: 
shooting and who knew one 0! 
the victims, but he declined to 


give details.

We sent the 
Planning Board back to the 
drawing board to draft a by-law 
that better protects the quality 
of life for the town and adja- 
cent neighborhood.

Affordable Senior Housing is 
another pressing need in 
Wilmington. We need to be 
innovative and seek grants, 
partnerships, or whatever it 
takes to provide affordable 
housing for seniors.

Committee and the Open Space

I have 
proven I am not afraid to spéak 
up, that I do my homewofk, 
and have what it takes to stahd 
up even when I am the lone 
voice, But I know that my lone 
voice speaks for many, many of 
you. I would like to continue 
working on behalf of all the cit- 
izens and help steer through 
the obstacles we face. We have 
come a long way over the past 
four years.

Judicial review 
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MML is located off of Route 38 
at the Woburn/Wilmington 
town line. It was owned and 
operated by Clarence 
Spinazola, accepted municipal 
solid waste from the 1950's until 
the state ordered it to close in 
1976. In 2000, the Department 
of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) ordered that the site be 
capped. 

Without the funds necessary 
to cap the landfill, Clarence 


Spinazola contracted 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Associates (MEA), with 


Patrick Hannon as President, 
to conduct the closure. MEA 
funded the project by accept- 
ing, for'a fee, soils from the Big 
Dig and other construction pro- 
jects throughout eastern 
Massachusetts and importing 
them to MML. The soil being 
imported was considered conta- 
minated under Massachusetts 
General Law 21E, but was 
deemed safe by the DEP. The 
project was mandated by, and 
regulated by the DEP. 

Town activists and Town offi- 
cials have maintained that far 
more soil has been imported 
than was necessary. Between 
2001 and 2002, MEA brought 
1,368,000 tons of materials onto 
the site. 

Wilmington's height restric- 
tion by-law, which was pro- 
posed by town activists and 
passed during the 2003 Annual 
Town Meeting, limited the 
height of any landfill to no 
more than 40-feet. Town offi- 
cials agreed with the senti- 
ment, but opposed the by-law, 
arguing that it would not hold 


up if challenged in court. 

Sure enough, according to the 
Land Court ruling, MML was a 
legally preexisting nonconform- 
ing use of the property prior to 
the enactment of the by-law. 
The ruling further found that, 
regardless of the preexisting 
nonconforming status, the by- 
law is impermissible as it frus- 
trates and conflicts with State 
law. 

“...this court finds that 
(Wilmington's by-law) inter- 
feres with the capping and clo- 
sure of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and frustrates an oth- 
erwise lawful activity undertak- 
en (in) accordance with State 
law,” Land Court Judge Leon 
Lombardi stated in his ruling. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously 
in February 2008 to appeal 
Lombardi's Land Court deci- 
sion. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Appeals Court, 
however, affirmed the Land 
Court judgment on Wednesday, 
March 21, 2007. 

The Appeals Court stated in 
its affirmation of the judgment 
that the bylaw may not apply 
since it is undisputed that the 
landfill had a height of more 
than 40-feet - and was lawfully 
in existence - prior to the pas- 
sage of the by-law, and indeed, 
prior to the first publication of 
a public hearing regarding a 
proposed height restriction. 

Back in March of 2006, the 
Clarence Spinazola Estate, rep- 
resented by Riemer & 
Braunstein, LLP, filed a civil 
suit against the town alleging 
civil rights violations resulting

from the passage of an illegal 
by-law. 

“The Appeals Court con- 
firmed that the Town acted 
unlawfully in enacting the By- 
Law, which was intended to, 
and did in fact, interfere with 
the capping and closure of the 
landfill,” said Peter Sutton of 
Riemer & Braunstein following 
the Appeals Court's decision. 
“Now that the By-Law has been 
overturned as unconstitutional, 
the Trust hopes that the Town 
will refrain from any further 
such efforts to impede the regu- 
lated activity at the site, and 
instead work with Mrs. 
Spinazola (Clarence 
Spinazola's widow) to undo and 
to mitigate the significant dam- 
age it has caused her. Mrs. 
Spinazola continues to be the 
innocent victim in the Town's 
differences with Mr. Hannon 
and the DEP." 

Despite the lawsuit, Caira is 
optimistic about working with 
the Spinazola family and its 
representatives. 

“We had a very positive first 
meeting, we have others sched- 
uled, and I will keep the Board 
of Selectmen apprised,” Caira 
said. 

Sutton notes that the civil suit 
is still active, but is likewise 
optimistic that the Town and 
his client can work together 
toward a solution. 

“Now that this litigation is 
over, the trust can devote it 
efforts to work with the Town, 
the DEP, and others to move 
forward with closing, capping, 
and the potential redevelop- 
ment of the site,” Sutton said. 


I voted to re-appoint town 
manager Mike Caira, but feel 
strongly that this position war- 
rants a mandatory annual writ- 
ten review from the Selectmen. 
I believe in long range planning 
and will insist the board update 
the Capital Improvement Plan 
developed while I was a select- 
man.

vious races, says that the thefts 
are substantially worse than in 
previous years. He estimates 
that approximately 40 of his 
signs have been stolen so far this 
year. None of his signs, however, 
were found in the possession of 
the two teenagers caught by 
police. 

“My guess is that the people 
involved are not under direction 
of (any particular) candidate, 
but feel that this is a way to 
‘assist’ their candidate,” West 
said. 

“I could not imagine that any of 
the (other) three (selectman 
candidates) would condone such 
behavior. I would hope that if a 
candidate had knowledge of this, 
they would put a quick end to it 
and tell the people to either 
replace the signs or get them 
back to the candidate. The per- 
son who allows a sign (to be 
placed on their property) does so 
as an expression of democracy 
and free speech. For someone to 
take their right to have a symbol 
of support away is appalling at 
best.” 


Incumbent Selectman Michael 
Newhouse, who is running this 
year to retain his seat, estimates 
that between 30 and 50 of his 
signs have been lifted over the 
last month or so - noticeably 
more than in previous years. He 
categorizes the thefts as frustrat- 
ing, and a waste of time and 


money. “ 

In regard to the two teenagers, 
Newhouse says, “I certainly don't 
condone it, but if it's the worst 
thing that this group of kids does,

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10:48 a.m. At 12:30 p.m. a rep- 
resentative from Mass Highway 
dispatched a state crew to the 
scene. Finally, at approximately 
4:15 p.m., ETL. arrived with 
equipment to re-grade the area. 

“The Town had to close that 
road because of E.T.L's failure 
to respond appropriately,” 
Onusseit said. “I'm not saying 
that it would have been easy to 
keep that road open, but it could 
have been done.” 

Many of the motorists that 
were detoured away from Lowell 
Street traveled along Woburn 
Street. Woburn Street, it may be 
noted, was easily traversable 
despite the fact that it is also 
currently under construction in 
a Town-supervised project to 
install new water mains in 
preparation for a connection to 
MWRA water. 

This was not by any means the 
first time that road conditions on 
Lowell Street were unacceptable 
to Town officials during the pro- 
ject. In October of 2006 the Town 
Crier reported that rains had 
resulted in large potholes and 
traffic moving at speeds slower 
than 10 m.p.h. Town Manager 
Michael Caira stated at the time 
that he had advised Mass 
Highway, in no uncertain terms, 
that the conditions were unac- 


ceptable. According to State 
Representative James Miceli at 
the time, “(the contractor) 
called them ruts, but they were 
much bigger than that,” Miceli 
said. “You could almost see cars 
disappearing into the holes.” 

Miceli also stated in October 
that he had rarely if ever 
received so many complaints 
regarding a single issue. 

The scope of the Lowell Street 
reconstruction project, from 
start to finish, includes 

The installation of traffic sig- 
nals at the Route 129/Route 38 
intersection. 

Roadway widening and recon- 
struction for the project area 
(north of Route 129/38 intersec- 
tion to approximately 400 feet 
west of the Route 129/Woburn 
Street intersection) 

Replacement of the Maple 
Meadow Brook culvert under 
Route 129. 

Handicap accessible concrete 
sidewalks with granite curbing 
to be installed on both sides of 
Lowell Street, along with tree 
plantings and bicycle accommo- 
dation along the shoulders. 

In addition to the state super- 
vised work, the Town has includ- 
ed the upgrading of the existing

“As unfortunate as it is, I wasn't 
taking it too seriously anyway,” 
Sullivan said. “I had heard and 
saw for myself that signs were 
disappearing. I had a feeling it 
was pranksters. But still I'm glad 
it has been confirmed that it was 
nothing malicious or political. I 


thank the WPD for another fine 
job done and case solved.”

Cataldi tips the marathon scales

:Thirteen years ago when Paul 
Cataldi was recently out of col- 
lege, he was overweight and 
wanted to do something about 
it. He had competed on the 
cross country and track teams 
while at BC High, so he figured 
why not get back into running? 
His original goal was to com- 
plete on marathon ... he not 
only made it one, but Monday 
he completed his 22nd. 

While it was very difficult at 
first to shed the extra weight 
that he had during his early 
20s, Cataldi, 35, said this past 
Monday's journey at the 111th 
annual Boston Marathon goes 
down as the most difficult task 
he's taken on. 

“Just the anxiety of it all,” he 
said. “Especially at the start of 
the race because you didn’t 
now if the rain would let up. 
But this was the most difficult 
marathon. This was my 22nd 
marathon and I was more wor- 
ried with this one than any 
other one because of the terri- 
ble downpours, and how you 
were going to deal with it. But 
luckily it worked out.” 

Cataldi grew up in the North 
End of Boston. After graduat- 
ing from BC High, he went to 
Syracuse University, and now 
works as a Air Space 
Mechanical Engineer for a 
company in Andover. He had 
lived in Medford before moving 
to Wilmington this past sum- 
mer with his wife Laura. And 
while he has moved around a 
bit from schools and towns, one 
thing that has stayed constant 
sinee 1994 is participating in 
marathons. 

“I was overweight and it was a 
goal of mine to complete one 
marathon,” he said. “I did that 
and now somehow I keep get- 
ting dragged in to do another. 
But this is great. (Running) is a 
life-style for me. I enjoy run- 
ning everyday and I enjoy stay- 
ing in shape.” 

But this one, mostly because 
of the weather, is one he'll 


remember for a while. 

“This one hurt like the others, 
but we really lucked out with 
the weather,” he said. “It 
could’ve been a lot worse, 
Overall the marathon wasn’t 
bad.” 

Cataldi finished the race with 
a time of 4:16.28 and said it 
ranks as one of his worst times, 
with 1999 being the best when 
he came in at 3:26 in 
Jacksonville, Florida. 

“I thought with the cooler 
temperatures that I could do 
better and I started out way too 
fast,” he said. “It’s hard 
because you get that feeling at 
the start of the race but then I 
was caught in the rain and I 
started to get cold. So I figured 
the only way to heat up was 
speed and I paid for that dearly 
at the 20 mile mark. I always 
had the strategy of a slow start 
means a fast finish except I did- 
n’t follow that (on Monday). 
It’s a hard thing to do because 
you're all excited.” 

While he was trenching 
through the rain, pain and try- 
ing to get through this trek the 
best way possible, Cataldi said 
that right before HeartBreak 
Hill, he got a little boost of 
energy. 

“At the 20 mile mark, a friend 
of mine jumped in and that 
helped me a lot,” he said. “I 
was able to get through 
HeartBreak Hill. I started to 
get some energy and from 
there on out it was pretty easy 
with a lot ot down hills,” 

And while he may not have 
followed his strategy of running 
slow only to finish fast, Cataldi 
said that one thing did remain 
the same in this race. 

“The finish line was «nbeliev- 
able,” he said. “Just to see 
everyone there always gets me 
choked up a bit. After running 
22 marathons, you would think 
this would all be routine for me, 
but I get choked up every single 
time I get to the finish line. I 
don’t know I guess it’s because 
I’m accomplishing something 
and it's just so exciting.”

They looked at each 
other and said nothing. 
The oldest of the four then came forward and said, 
“Was that the day that the Patriots won the Superbowl? 
When the conversation ended it left me thinking and 
for several days it kept popping into my thoughts; final 
lv T made the decision to write this story 
APRIL 19 AND OUR TOWNS * 
Most of us know that April 19, 1775 was a 
very important day in American history but 
what few of us know is how important a part our 
local communities played in the first battle of 
the American Revolution. 
For example, the fact that within twenty 
minutes of the battle of Lexington Green 
Minutemen from Woburn, Winchester and 
Burlington were at the battle site and saw the 
bodies of the seven men killed by the British. 
The Redcoats by then were headed to Concord. 
Or that Minutemen from the three Reading 
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parishes, present day Wakefield, 
North Reading and Reading 
had mustered at West Street in 
Reading and were headed to 
Concord. 

Or that 29 Minutemen from 
Wilmington were to join the 
Reading men and confront the 
British at Meriam’s Corner and 
later at the Bloody Angle on 
“Battle Road”. 

Or that at the “Bloody 
Angle” the Minutemen from 
these seven towns were to com- 
plete what historian Gen. John 
“Jack” Galvin called the most 
successful attack by any 
American unit on the entire day. 
There were 8 Redcoats killed 


any as 25 wounded as 

Minutemen caught 

the British troops in a crossfire 

and routed them into a run 
back towards Lexington. 

Or that one of the first 
Minutemen killed was one 
Daniel Thompson from Woburn 
who was killed by Redcoats in 
back of the barn at Hartwell 
Tavern. His brother had to 
carry his body home to Woburn 
and his remains still rest in the 
first Burial Ground just outside 
Woburn Center. 

The list goes on and on. The 
Captain of the Reading unit, for 
example, was a young medical 
student from Harvard by the 
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Over 400 brave, local soldiers came willingly from Reading, 
Woburn, Wakefield, Burlington, Winchester, Wilmington and 
North Reading on April 19, 1775. Meriam Corner, where contact 
was first made by the locals is shown by a red X and the Bloody 
Angle is shown by a blue X. The heaviest fighting of the day took 
place at these locations. At the “Bloody Angle” eight Redcoats 
were killed and 25 others were wounded. Also one Minuteman, 
Daniel Thompson of Woburn was killed at the rear of the barn at 
Hartwell Tavern which is pictured to the left of this cutline. His 
brother carried him home to Woburn where his remains are still 


in the First Burial ground just off Woburn Square. 


name of John Brooks. He would 
later go on to become Governor 
of the Commonwealth. A house 
on John St., just off Reading 
square marks the residence. 

Another little known fact is 
that the first British soldier 
captured in the battle that day 
was brought to Lexington 
Green by the very diminutive 
Woburnite Sylvanus Wood. 
Wood had earlier volunteered 
to join the Lexington men on 
the Green. 

Another little known fact is 
that possibly the first 
American killed that day was 
Ishel Porter from Woburn who 
had been taken prisoner by the 
British while riding to Boston 
to sell his eggs. When the 
shooting started at Lexington 
Green he broke for freedom 
and was shot in the back and 
killed. 

Another often forgotten fact 
is that Major Loammi Baldwin, 
the commander of the Woburn 
troops went on to further ser- 
vice with General George 
Washington, was promoted to 
Colonel and fought in and 
around New York City. 

Baldwin was also the main 
engineer in 1800 and supervised 
the building of the Middlesex 
Canal; remnants of which can 


still be seen adjacent to 
Kiwanis Park (just off the traf 
fic circle at Routes 128 and 38 in 
North Woburn.) The two homes 
“that Baldwin owned can also be 
seen from the same traffic cir- 
cle. One is now a Chinese 
Restaurant the other called the 
179) House sits next to the 
canal adjacent to Kiwanis 
Park, There are several mark 
ers and a time capsule at 
Kiwanis park that was placed 
there in 1976, the 200th 
Anniversary of signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Visitors can stop by and 
view the canal and the markers 
any day free of charge. There is 
also a statue of Loammi 
Baldwin erected by his family 
in the early 1900's commemo- 
rating his accomplishments. It 
is right across the way from 
Kiwanis Park.

“GRINDILOL 
GRADE: 


“Grindhouse” is pure, 
unadulterated sleaze. And for 
the most part that’s a good 
thing. 

The idea behind this film 
was for filmmakers Robert 
Rodriguez and Quentin 
Tarantino to re-create a 
cheesy double feature as it 
might have been experienced 
at a rundown movie house in 
the 1970s 

For your money you get 
two morally reprehensible 
features and a slew of fake 
trailers for nonexistent 
exploitation flicks. 

As long as Rodriguez and 
Tarantino are consciously 
spoofing the conventions of 
grindhouse fare, the films are 
great. But at times both 
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appear to begin to take them- 
selves too seriously, and the 
stories grind to a halt 

The first film is 
Rodriguez's “Planet Terror,” 
a crazy horror/action flick in 
which a government-brewed 
virus turns humanity into 
shuffling, pus-spewing zom- 
bies. 

Our heroine is Cherry 
Darling (Rose McGowan), a 
go-go dancer who early in 
the proceedings loses a leg to 
the flesh eaters. She spends 
the rest of the film either 
limping on an improvised 
limb (a table leg, actually) 
or, later, on a machine gun. 
This allows her to sit on her 
keister and spin, using her 


| firearm leg to mow down the 


undead 

“Planet Terror” unspools 
at warp speed, filling the 
screen with stunts, explo- 
sions, disgusting dermatolog- 
ical eruptions and wall-to- 
wall gore. The pure verve 
with which writer/director 
Rodriguez delivers all this 
schlock goes a long way 
toward making it enjoyable 
instead of merely grotesque. 

Among the tongue-in- 
cheek attractions are 
scratches, missing frames 
and other visual trickery to 
make the film look like a 
print that has been ground 
up by one too many passes 
through the projector. 

Tarantino's half of the 
movie, “Death Proof,” is a 
mixed blessing. Among its 
strengths is a terrific perfor- 
mance by Kurt Russell as 
Stuntman Mike, a serial 
killer who uses his pumped- 
up muscle car to stalk and 
slay young women, and a 
hair-raising climactic high- 
way chase that appears to 
have been filmed the old- 
fashioned way, without a lot 
of obvious CGI tampering. 

The problem is that while 
Tarantino was supposed to be 
paying tribute to grindhouse 
fare - in this case the car 
movie and the slasher movie 

he couldn’t resist paying 
tribute to himself. Which is 
to say that way too much of 
“Death Proof” is devoted to 
actresses sitting around 
spewing “hip” dialogue. 

“Grindhouse” has plenty 
of fun moments, and with a 
running time of more than 
three hours you can't com- 
plain that you didn’t get your

Michaels’ rival on the ice 
is "the Galloping Peacock," 
pampered Jimmy MacElroy 
(Heder). Adopted by a bil- 
lionaire, skating's "Little 
Orphan Awesome" was pro- 
grammed from childhood to 
be a figure-skating champ 
Michaels, however, disdains 
MacElroy's routines as 
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Movies

"Cirque de So-Lame." 

When Michaels and 
MacElroy get into a brawl 
during a medals ceremony, 
they are banned from orga- 
nized skating for life - until a 
loophole in the sport's regu- 
lations enables them to com- 
pete again as a team. They 
become the first male/male 
figure-skating pair, "same- 
gendered sensations" who 
threaten the longtime domi- 
nance of Stranz and 
Fairchild Van Waldenberg 
(Will Arnett and Amy 
Poehler), the brother-and- 
sister skaters who "burst out 
of the womb and onto the 
ice," according to one sports- 
caster. 

Like Ferrell's previous 
occupation-inspired comedies 
(including "Anchorman: The 
Legend of Ron Burgundy" 
and even "Elf"), "Blades of 
Glory" is enacted in a style 
that could be described as 
deadpan mugging. The film's 
characters are utterly, 
absurdly over-the-top, yet 
they betray no awareness 
that they are trapped inside 
a live-action cartoon. They 
never break character, and 
they behave as if they were 
participating in a serious 
sports drama instead of a 
satire. 

‘Blades of Glory’ is a fun 
way to fill 93 minutes of your 
life. 


“SHOOTER” 
GRADE: *** 


Shooter is a lot like an 
updated ‘Rambo’ picture, but 
more sophisticated. 

This very satisfying film 
begins in Africa where U.S. 
Marine sniper Bob Lee 
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Swagger (great name, played 
by Mark Wahlberg) and his 
best friend and spotter 
Donnie (Lane Garrison) are 
on a mission. They complete 
their covert work, but no one 
comes to extract them, and 
Donnie is killed in a firefight. 

It’s now three years later 
and Swagger has retired. He 
lives in a remote mountain 
cabin with his dog and a 
thumbed-through copy of The 
9/11 Commission Report. The 
only thing that might get the 
Swagger to leave his home is 
an appeal to his sense of 
honor. 

That’s just the bait dan- 
gled by a Marine bigwig 
(Danny Glover) who tells 
Swagger that a sniper will 
attempt a long-range assassi- 
nation of the president. The 
country needs Swagger’s 
expertise to scout out loca- 
tions for a sniper’s nest and 
help prevent the hit. 

Surprise! Swagger is in 
place at the time when an 
assassination occurs. He has 
been set up as the bad guy, 
and we're off to the races. 

Director Antoine Fuqua 
(“Training Day”) sets into 
motion a taut thriller as 
Swagger is pursued by the 
authorities, complete with 
many JFK-like conspiracy 
scenarios. 

But one FBI agent quickly 
realizes that things don't add 
up. This agent also provides 
comic relief with his crowd- 
pleasing defiant responses to 
his bosses. 

Fresh off his Oscar nomi- 
nation for ‘The Departed’, 
Wahlberg is excellent, and 
the most convincing part of 
the movie is the way the film 
lays out the details of a 
sniper’s deadly craft. 
Wahlberg sounds very credi- 
ble when he talks about how 
a sniper has to take into 
account the Earth's Coriolis 
effect. (Real-life Marine 
sniper Patrick Garrity’s con- 
sultation obviously helped 
out here.) 

Shooter is a solid action 
film, one that would have 
been at home being released 
with all the big-budget action 
films this sumer, if that 
schedule was overcrowded as 
‘it is already.

was simply referred to as 
‘Cou-Tou the Armenian 
Butterfly,’ 

“'T always felt like the but- 
terfly style was the more nat- 
ural way to play the position 
for me, said Geragosian. ‘It 
sure beats staying up and 
taking shots off the head. I 
started out playing a mixed 
style, but because of my 
being short and quick, I felt 
more overall control in the 
butterfly’ 

“Several Soviet goalies 
used it in the 1970's success- 
fully as did Montreal 
Canadiens goalkeeper 
Patrick Roy, and nearly 
every goaltender of today. 

“The chest over and 
hands forward approach was 
more of a Soviet-style while 
the chest back and hands to 
the side was more of the 
Canadian style, explained 
Geragosian. ‘I combined the 
both of them and came up 
with a style that 1 still teach 
my students today.’ 

“Geragosian backstopped 
his Spartans hockey team to

“The Board of Selectmen 
has adopted the findings of 
the Reading Housing Plan, a 
document that opens an 
interesting window intu the 
current state of housing in 
Reading, the past trends that 
led the town to where it is at 
today, and predictions on the 
housing trends of tomorrow,” 
notes the Reading edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“While the document has 
been adopted by the Board, 
several Town Meeting mem- 
bers in recent days have 
commented on how interest 
ed they would be in seeing 
the results of the plan 
| 


“According to the report, 
‘The history of Reading's 
housing stock spans several 
centuries from early colonial 
farm buildings to contempo- 
rary, multi-family apartment 
buildings. The evolution of 
Reading’s housing remained 
fairly static through the 
1940s, when the predominant- 
ly single-family dwellings 
were complemented with a 
variety of housing types.’ 

“Subdivision tracts 
became common through the 
1950s and 60s, and former 
farm properties were devel- 
oped to accommodate the 
growing demand for subur- 
ban residential coinciding 
with the construction of 
Route 128, growing affluence 
and the middle class migra- 
tion from the inner city.’ 

“More recently, in the 
1970s, 80s and 90s, larger con- 
dominium and apartment 
buildings were constructed in 
or adjacent to Reading's 
commercial corridors, which 
offered easy access to 
regional transportation such 
as Routes 128 and 93. While 
Reading continued to be a 
principally suburban com- 

muter shed to Boston and the 


office development

the Town eventually became 
a focal point for large-scale 
commercial and residential 
development as growth 
expanded outward from 
Boston's inner metropolitan 
core...’

some time before the Sun 
deal was appreved. 

“Gianino noted the first 
part of the TIF agreement is 
due to expire within the next 
year. He said the town would 
talk with a new owner about 
tax incentives. 

“The state would be 
involved in those discussions, 
stated Gianino, who added 
that the town wants to revisit 
the issue of state property on 
Grant Avenue, off Cambridge 
Street in the town center. 

“The town has claimed the 
property, which houses a 
Massachusetts Highway 
Department salt shed, was to 
be conveyed to the town for 
$1 as part of the Sun deal. 
The state has maintained the 
land, mentioned frequently 
as a potential location for the 
town’s public works garage, 
can be turned over only for 
full market value.
